MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 6tlt November 1963 

No. 1/10/61 -Estt.(D). — The Government of India have 
reviewed their policy in regard to reservation of vacancies for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, in posts in Central 
Government Services filled by promotion. It has been decided 
that In Class III and TV services and grades to which there 
is no direct recruitment whatever there will be reservations 
at the rate of 123% for Scheduled Castes and 5% for 
Scheduled Tribes in promotions made (i) by selection or 
(ii) on the results of competitive examinations limited to 
departmental candidates. Promotion to the reserved vacancies 
will be subject to the candidates satisfying the prescribed 
minimum standards. 

2. There will be no reservation in Class I and II appoint- 
ments made by promotion, or in Class in and IV appointments 
made by promotion, on the basis of seniority subject to fitness. 

3. The Government of India will issue separate instructions 
for the implementation of these decisions. 

4. This supersedes the orders contained in para 4(11 of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs Resolution No. 42/21/49-NGS, 
dated 13th September 1950 and in O.M. No. 5/4/55-SCT.I., 
dated the 4th January 1957.
